To Close $1.5 Million Budget Gap

Declining real estate as- 
sessments and the costs of 
the new city community cen- 
ter are now projected to lead 
to a $1.5 million budget gap 
by fiscal year 1995. Since 
the rity cannot run a deficit, 
it must cut costs or raise 
revenues to close the gap. 
The Greenbelt City Council 
met in a worksession on 
December 19 to evaluate pos- 
sible budget options. 


If the city and county do not 
raise property tax rates, city 
. homeowners could see significant 
declines in their overall tax bills. 


First, all properties within the 


city were reassessed during 1994, 
at what City Treasurer Michael 
McLaughlin “hopes” was the 
bottom of the real estate mark- 
et. This good news for taxpay- 
ers is expected to decrease city 
property tax revenues by roughly 
4 percent. This is bad news for 
the city, since property tax rev- 


enues had been increasing by a- 


bout 5 percent per year. 

While not affecting city tax 
revenues, the municipal tax dif- 
ferential, which reduces’ the 
county tax rate by the costs of 
services provided by the city, is 
expected to increase by “at least 
four cents,” according to Hobbs. 
The reduced assessments and in- 
creased municipal tax differen- 
tial, on average, would be equiv- 
alent to a 9 cent tax reduction, 
he said. 

Homeowners should not yet 
go on a spending spree, however, 
The county is facing a signifi- 
cant budget shortfall and is ex- 
ploring ways around the tax lim- 
itations. It is also likely that 
council will pass some increase 
in the city’s property tax rate. 

Next Year 

For fiscal year 1996, which be- 
gins July 1, the projected bud- 
get gap is roughly a half million 
dollars. This was calculated by 
projecting revenues from the 
most recent data on income and 
assessments and by estimating 
expenditures to maintain current 
services and operate the com- 
munity center. 

In 1998 the city renegotiated 
its debt, allocating 18.5 cents of 
the tax rate to debt service for 
the next 12 years. However, due 
to the decline in assessments, 
this allocation will not cover the 
payments due this year. Howev- 
er, the city currently has funds 
in a reserve account that are ex- 
pected to cover the gap between 
obligations and revenues until 
FY 1998. 

Expenditures are projected to 
increase by $500,000. Net operat- 
ing costs of the community cent- 
er are projected to amount for 
roughly $300,000 of that. The 
city is seeking funds from the 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission, but 
does not yet know if they will 
be approved.

The city staff had identified a 
number of ways to increase rev- 
enues or cut costs. Some were 
quite creative, such as offering 
an “affinity” credit card or sell- 
ing city souvenirs, even if they 


would not bring in much revenue. 


Unfortunately, most of the ac- 
tions that would significantly 
cut into the deficit are not pain- 
less. 

Council’s straw votes along 
with those taken among the city 
staff will provide the city man- 
ager and city treasurer with 
some guidance in preparing the 
budget proposal. However, fail-

tract council support does not 
necessarily doom it. 

Although only Rodney Roberts 
indicated willingness to consid- 
er a 3.5 cent tax hike (equiva- 


lent to the cost of operating... 


the community center), if the 
manager and council cannot find 
any other way to close the gap, 
a tax hike may be necessary. 
Roberts pointed out that citizens 
voted for the community center. 
If we are going to have such a 
center, he said, we have to pay 
for it. Although he does not 
want to raise taxes, without a 
tax hike the city must take the 
money from other programs, 
See BUDGET, page 9, col.

Once more the City of Greenbelt has asked to “opt out” 
of county planning and zoning. Mayor Antoinette Bram 
appeared before the Bi-Couty Committee of the Maryland 
General Assembly on January 3 to urge passage of legisla- 
tion proposed by the city and sponsored by the district 
Senator and Delegates that would redraw the boundaries 
of the district for county planning and zoning purposes to 


exclude Greenbelt. 


Presently, Laurel is the only city in 


the couty that has its own planning and zoning authority. 
The city unsuccessfully sought similar legislation last year. 


In most counties in the state, 
municipalities have planning and 
zoning powers. However, the 
state legislature created for the 
Maryland surburban region of 
Washington, D.C. a _ bi-county 
agency to do planning and oper- 
ate parks, the Maryland-Nation- 
al Capital Park and Planning 
Commission (MNCPPC). In do- 
ing so, it created two districts, 
one for planning and one for 
parks. Greenbelt was never in- 
eluded in the parks district, but 
was included in the planning 
district. Because the federal 
government originally built 
the city, the MNCPPC as- 
serted no authority over it until 
the government sold out in 1953. 

While planning authority was 
given to the MNCPPC, zoning 
authority was given to the coun- 
ty council, sitting as the district 


council for the Prince Georges 
area of the planning district. 
Although Rockville, Gaithers- 
burg and northern Montgomery 
County were excluded from the 
planning district, only Laurel 
was exempted in Prince Georges 
County. 
Zoning Battles 

As new development began to 
oecur in Greenbelt in the 1960's, 
many battles between the city 
and MNCPPC and the county ov- 
er planning and zoning issues 
occurred for the next three dec- 
ades. In the early days, Green- 
belt’s views were given little at- 
tention by the larger agencies, 
but as time went by and Green- 
belt gained allies from other ar- 
eas. dissatisfied with county 
planning and zoning actions, the 
city obtained more control over

To Two Disputed Elections Held

On December 7, the 
Greenbelt Boys & Girls (B& 
G) Club held its annual elec- 
tion meeting in order to 
choose the members of its 
1995 Board of Directors. Due 
to questions reg{rding the 
use of proxy votes and one 
candidate’s name not being 
on the ballot, the election 
was declared invalid by the 
then current (1994) Board 
of Directors and a second 
election was scheduled. No 
votes were counted from the 
first election. 

‘A second election was then 
scheduled and held on December 
19. The votes of the second 
election were counted and the 
results announced. The newly 
elected 1995 Board of Directors 
met two days later to choose offi- 
cers. 

As with the first election. how- 
ever, a candidate’s name, differ- 
ent from that of the first elec- 
tion, was omitted from the bal- 
lot. For this reason, and because 
the club membership was not 
properly notified of the election, 
the 94 Board subsequently met 
on December 29 and decided that 
a third election needed to be 
held. The ’94 Board therefore 
extended its term by one month, 
to expire on February 1, 1995. 

The Prince Georges Rovs & 
Girls Club, of which the Green- 
belt Club is a member, has ta- 
ken a neutral position, recogniz- 
ing neither the °94 nor the 95 
Board of Directors. The City of 
Greenbelt is also taking a neu- 
tral stance, although it is grant- 
ing meeting permits equally to 
both Boards and working with 
the coaches and commissioners 
of the B&G Club in order to 
keep the club functioning and 
the kids playing. Both the City 
and the PG B&G Club are unin- 
volved in Greerbelt’s efforts to 
resolve its problems. 

The ’94 Board, in extending its 
term, hoped to resolve the ccn- 
flicts surrounding the election 
anomalies prior to a third elec- 
tion. These conflicts have involv- 
ed an alleged lack of trust and 
respect among the °94 Board 
members, which developed when 
some Board members believed 
they had been unfairly treated. 
These members perceived their 
requests to the Board as being 
unfairly rejected. 

In contrast, other members 
felt these requests violated the 
club’s by-laws or were otherwise 
not in the best interests of the 
club. As a result of these disa- 
greements, a struggle to gain a 
majority control of the 95 board 
occurred. 

Resolution Sought 

The Reverend Edward Birner, 
through the efforts of the ‘4 
Board and Mayor Antoinette 
Bram, has agreed to act as facili- 
tator for the Greenbelt Boys & 
Girls Club. Birner is a former 
member of Greenbelt’s Communi- 





ty Relations Advisory Board. Om 
January 4, 5, 7 and 8 he met 
with small groups of people 
from both the °94 and the "95 
Boards. As a result of these 
meetings, a meeting of both 
Boards, chaired by Birner, was 
held on January 9 to consider a 
proposal developed by Birner; 
Marthea Lewis. president of the 
‘94 Board; and Mark Markowich, 
president of the 95 Board. They 
proposed ‘tat a special meeting 
of the Boys & Girls Club’s gen- — 
eral membership be held for the 
sole purpose of deciding whether 
or not to accept or reject the 
results of the December 19 elec- 
tion. Birner stressed the impor- 
itstance of the club’s first deter- 
mining its Board, and then let- 
ting that Board solve the club’s 
other problems.

Woman’s Body Found 


The body of a young woman 


was found in a wooded area by a 


man who was walking his dog. 
police said. The discovery was 
made around 7 a.m. on Friday, 
January 6. The body appeared 
to have been set on fire and was 
still smoldering. The area around 
the body—a small clearing in a 
wooded area east of Mandan Rd. 
and Mathew St.—had also beer 
scorched. 

No information was available 
at press time on the cause of 
death. 


LATE BULLET'N 

The victim of the January 
6 homicide near Mandan si. 
and Mathew St. has been 
identified as Donna Denise Ar- 
rington, 24, of Capitol 
Heights, Md., according to 
Greenbelt Police spokesman . 
George Mathews, who re- 
leased the information Wed- 
nesday, January 11. The cause 
of death was both strangula- 
tion and burning, said Math- 
ews. “It appears that the vic- 
tim lost consciousness while 
being strangled and was then 
set on fire while unconscious,” 
he said. 


“Tt was definitely a bizarre 
crime,” said Greenbelt police 
spokesman Officer George Mat- 
hews. “It was a pretty horrific 
crime.” 

The body has not yet been iden- 
tified, but police describe the 
victim as a black female between 
17 and 21 years old, between 5’2” 
and 5’4” tall, and between 105 
and 115 pounds. She was wear- 
ing black platform-type shoes 
and a tan or beige sweater or 
sweater-dress. 

Police have no suspects yet, 
but are trying to find a man who 
was seen in the area for ques- 
tioning only. He is described as 
a black male between 18 and 
25 years old, 6 feet tall, and 
between 160 and 180 pounds. He 
was last seen wearing a tan coat

The ballot for the special meet- 
ing will give voters two choices: 
accept results of the December 19 
election or reject the results of 
that election. Markowich point- 
ed out that he had received a 
petition from members calling 
for such a meeting and, according 
to the club’s by-laws, they were 
obligated to have the general 
membership meeting. Birner con- 
firmed this statement. He wil! 
chair the special meeting. 

Discussion at the combined 
board meeting then turned to 
when and where to have the 
meeting and how to determine 
who are the members. Maurice 
Garland expressed concerns over 
Members being unable to attend 
the special meeting, particularly 
those members living in Spring- 
hill Lake and therefore being un- 
able to vote. Birner suggested 
that there be two special meet- 
ings in order to increase the 
members’ opportunity to partici- 
pate. Markowich disagreed, 
saying that the meeting needs 
to be in one place at one time 
so that those voting can hear ali 
of the debate. 

It was then suggested that 
holding the meeting on a Satur- 
day, instead of a weekday even- 
ing, would facilitate member par- 
ticipation. The Boards agreed, 
unanimously voting to hold the 
meeting on Saturday, January 21 
at 3 p.m. The Boards first con- 
sidered having the meeting in 
Springhill Lake. After this pro- 
posal was narrowly voted down, 
the Boards voted narrowly as 
well to have the meeting at the 
Greenbelt Recreation Center. Dn 
nis Lewis volunteered to help 
transport members to the meet- 
ing. 

Who Are Members? 

The next issue before the 
group, which was unexpectedly 
eontentious, involved deciding 
who would determine who are the 
members. Markowich, Marthea 
Lewis and Birner had agreed that 
each Board would select two peo- 
ple, for a total of four people, 
who would work together to no- 
tify the members of the meeting 
and to run the voting at the 
special meeting. (To count the 
votes, Birner has found people 
not associated with the club.) 

Lewis and Birner had the un- 
derstanding that the four people 
would be from the "94 or °95 
Board of Directors. Markowich, 
however, believed that he could 
choose a non-board member, 
specifically Me] Cites. This as- 
sertion, however angered some 
members of the °94 Board but 
Markowich, with the backing of 
the 1995 ‘board, was adament 
that Cites be involved. 

After much heated debate, Bir- 
ner suggested that the four be 
restricted to Board members but 
that they be allowed to consult 
whomever they wish when tey 
make the membership list and at 
the special meeting, This sug- 
gestion was agreed to, and the 
meeting adjourned.

Members of the Greenbelt 
Boys & Girls Club will be noti- 
fied by mail of the metey 21, 
3 p.m. special meeting. If the 
members choose to reject the re- 
sults of the December 19 election, 
then a third election will be sched- 
uled. 

Since the election meeting itself 
does not involve debate, there 
may be multiple dates and loca- 
tions for the third election. 
Names on the ballot of the third 
election would be all of the camdi- 
dates that should have appeared 
on the ballots of the first two 
elections.

($120,000 and opposed by all five 
eouncilmembers and the _ city 
manager). Councilmembers gen- 
erally supported the daycare and 
summer camp provisions, pro- 
vided that the daycare program 
did not take customers from ex- 
isting businesses. 

Unfortunately, the most ef- 
fective way to increase revenues 
is to raise taxes. Each 1 cent in- 
crease in the property tax in- 
creases revenues by roughly 
$50,000. 

Expenditures 

The staff had also identified a 
number of ways to cut city ex- 
penditures. Like the revenue in- 
creases, few if any of the op- 
tions were painless. Only three 
got the initial support of a ma- 
jority of council. These were: 
replacing three fewer police cars 
than scheduled, charging the 
Labor Day Festival a fee for 
work performed by city staff, 
and moving the code enforce- 
ment office to the community 
center. Only the first would cre- 
ate significant savings ($52,000). 
During the initial years, moving 
the code enforcement office would 
likely cost more than it saves; 
renovation costs are estimated 
at $40,000, while the annual sav- 
ings in rent and utilities total 
roughly $16,000, according to city 
documents. 

The options not embraced by 
council included delaying the 
opening of the community cent- 
er, reducing the allocation for 
other capital improvements 
($50,000), imposing an across- 
the-board cut on all city depart- 
ment budgets, reducing funding 
for temporary employees in the 
public works department, elimin- 
ating one police dispatcher posi- 
tion (through attrition), cutting 
the city’s contributions to recre- 
reation groups, eliminating out- 
and training, 
turning over animal control re- 
sponsibility to the county, and 
eliminating employee  cost-of-

its destiny. By the latter part of 
the 1980s, developers began com- 
ing to the city for support of 
their development proposals be- 
fore seeking county approval. 
Also, the city was able to ac- 
complish several annexations to 
the southeast because of its abil- 
ity to influence county planning 
and zoning decisions. 

In 1986, Greenbelt first em- 
ployed its own professional plan- 
ner, Celia Wilson. Wilson is now 
director of the Department of 
Planning and Community Devel- 
opment and is in charge of a 
staff of five. The department is 
responsible for housing and traf- 
fic code enforcement and inspec- 
tion of new construction. In 1992, 
the state delegated to the city 
instead of the county sediment 
control inspection responsibility. 
In 1993, the city took over code 
enforcement responsibility from 
the county. Also, in 1993, muni- 
cipalities were granted limited 
planning authority by the MNC- 
PPC. 
Residents Should Decide 

Bram told the Bi-county Com- 
mittee that the issue of who 
should have the authority for 
planning and zoning “comes 
down to the question of who is 
more capable of assessing the 
issues affecting the City and de- 
ciding what is in the City’s best 
interests.” She continued, 
“Greenbelt believes that the plan- 
ing interests of the city are best 
determined by the people who 
live and work there rather than 
& geographically, removed, coun- 
ty-wide agency.” 

The fate of the city’s request 
will most likely be sealed by the 
decision of the members of the 
Bi-county Committee from Prince 
Georges County.
